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PREFACE 


The  1999-2000  Offices  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  Estimates  present  the  budget  plans  for  the  Offices  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly. 

The  Legislative  Assembly  will  be  asked  to  appropriate  money  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund  based  on  these 
Estimates,  pursuant  to  section  1(1)  of  the  Appropriation  Act,  1999. 

The  Summary  by  Office  shows  amounts  for  operating  expense,  and  capital  investment  where  appropriate, 

together  with  historical  data  on  a  comparable  basis.  Any  capital  investment  amount  has  been  combined  with  operating 

expense  as  a  single  vote  for  each  Office. 

The  Summary  of  Operating  Expense  by  Object  for  all  Offices  identifies  such  items  as  salaries,  supplies  and 
amortization  of  capital  assets. 

Capital  Investment  includes  the  cost  of  office  equipment  exceeding  $15,000,  except  for  the  Office  of  the 
Auditor  General  which  has  set  its  minimum  value  at  $2,500. 


Voted  Estimates  are  presented  for  each  Office  by  vote  and  element. 


Income  Statements  are  also  presented  for  each  Office. 


The  Schedule  of  Amounts  to  be  Voted  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund  is  excerpted  from  the  Appropriation 
Act,  1999  showing  each  vote  by  Office  of  the  Legislative  Assembly.
